2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-21 lack novelty and an inventive step under PCT Article 33(2)-(3) as being obvious over ConneU et al. Connell teac he s an 
invention comprising terpene, surfactants, citral.and water. Cornell's composition Is effective against bacteria and fungi. In a 
daim to a composition, a statement with respect to the composition's Intended use (composition for treating infections In 
plants) has no patentable significance. Applicants Invention has no disOngusihing features over Connell's invention; 
therefore, one having ordinary skill would have expected for the Connell's invention to exist as a true solution. 



Claims 1-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 



Claims 22-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest treating plants 
with terpene. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the questions whether the claims 
are fully supported by me description, are made: 

Claims 1-45 are objected to as lacking clarity under PCT Rule 66.2(a)(v) because of (he claims not fully supported by the description. 
The description does not disclose die claimed invention in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for the claimed invention to be 
carried out by a person skilled in the art because: How does an artisan prevent disease by an infectious agent in plants? 
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
